Report from Cienfuegos — Inspection and fumigation of vessel — Lep- 
rosy—Yellow fever — Local branch of the national board of health 
closed — Summary of transactions month of October, 1907. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Marsillan reports, November 4: 

Week ended November 2. Only 1 ship cleared from this port for 
the United States Avas inspected and fumigated — the Norwegian 
steamship Trafalgar, from Guantanamo, Cuba, bound to Mobile, Ala. 
One supplemental bill of health was granted to her. Crew inspected, 
25. She had not landed nor taken on here anyone. No passengers 
this week, and no immune certificate was issued. 

If it were not for the presence of 1 case of yellow fever, the sani- 
tary condition of this city could be classified as fair instead of in- 
fected. Quarantinable diseases present in the city, yellow fever and 
leprosy. 

Statistics of yellow fever: Total number of cases to date, 70; re- 
coveries, 50; deaths, 19: under treatment, 1. 

The branch in this city of the national board of health has been 
closed since October 31. One hundred men will remain in this city, 
divided into brigades of 10 men each, to continue sanitary works 
and fumigation of houses in case of necessity, under the direction of 
the local board of health.

The sanitary conditions of the city and surrounding country dur- 
ing the month, infected. 

Quarantinable diseases during the month, 13 cases of yellow fever, 
with 3 deaths, and leprosy. All cases of yellow fever during the 
month have been among Spaniards. 

November 11. One death from yellow fever yesterday. 

Reports from Habana — Yellow fever in Camaguey, Habana, Matan- 
zas, and Santa Clara Provinces. 

Passed Assistant Surgeon Amesse reports: 

November 12. Further case of yellow fever, American at Ciego de 
Avila, Camaguey Province, taken sick November 6. 

November 13. One new case of yellow fever at Ciego de Avila. 
American sanitary authorities have sent an officer there with a large 
sanitary squad. 

November 13. One new case of yellow fever in Guines, Habana 
Province. 

November 15. One case of yellow fever, a Spaniard, at Alacranes, 
Matanzas Province. Case in Habana discharged recovered yesterday. 

November 16. Case of yellow fever at Guines resulted fatally 
to-day. 
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November 18. The case of yellow fever at Alacranes, reported No- 
vember 15, died yesterday. One fatal case, American, at Santa Clara. 

November 19. Two cases of yellow fever confirmed to-day at 
Santa Clara, both American soldiers. The fatal case reported, also 
American, was at Ciego de Avila instead of Santa Clara. 

Report from Matanzas — Fatal yellow fever case at Alacranes. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Nunez reports: 

November 15. The case of yellow fever, reported as confirmed 
to-day at Alacranes, is a Spaniard, two years' residence in Cuba; was 
infected in the same town; sickened November 10; isolated at Ala- 
cranes. 

November 17. Case of yellow fever at Alacranes died this after- 
noon. 

Report from Santiago — Inspection and fumigation of vessels. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Wilson reports, November 6 : 
Week ended November 2. Bills of health issued to 4 vessels bound 
for the United States. The living quarters of the British schooner 
Bartholdi, bound direct for Tampa, were fumigated to kill mos- 
quitoes. 

No quarantinable disease has been reported.
